' NRWLANDS’ BOOK, 


Suggestions as to a General 


Plan 


For the Irrigation and Reclama- 
tion of the Arid Lands 
of Nevada. 


(Continued from yesterday's edition.) 
RESERVOIRS ON PROSKHER CREEK AND 
LITTLE TRUCKEE RIVER. 

In addition to Tahoe and Donner 
lakes, there are several other reservoir 
sifes within the water-shed of the 
main Truckee river where economical 
storage may be had, but in view of 
the great capacity of these two prin- 
cipal basins, I do not andertake, 
except in general terms, to point out 
the merits of others. 

Prosser creek, the principal tribu- 
tary of the Truckee north from Donner 
lake, also has at least three fine reser- 
voir spaces within its drainage area of 
which we have some definite statistics ; 
and but for the fact that other sites 
can be more readily obtained, we 
might look to this sub-catchinent basin 
as presenting a specially attractive 
tield for water storage enterprise. 

Going farther north we find within 
the water-shed of the Little Trockee 
river, the —— tributary of the 
main river, at least six good sites 
which have beenexamined. Of these 
I call attention tofive. Independence 
lake is a sheet of water very much 
like Donner lake, and but little less in 
size and storage capacity. Enough 
water can here be held above the 

nt lake plane, by a dam about 

orty feet high, to cover 25,000 acres a 
foot deep, and this at a cost of five to 
eight dollars the acre-foot, according 
to the style of dam that would be 
built. Further north on the head- 
waters of the Little Truckee proper is 
Webber lake, where water sufficient 
to cover 10,000 acres of land a foot 
deep can be held at an expense of 
about four dollars the acre-foot. Both 
Independence and Webber lakes are 
almost entirely owned by W. 8. Ho- 
bart and 8. H. Marlette. 
Coming down the Little Truckee 
canyon we find a remarkable valley, 
which we have called the Henness 
Pass valley. It is a sort of side de- 
ession to the main canyon, pecu- 
iarly well situated for the storage of 
water. Here a dam across the mouth 
fifty feet high would form a reservoir 
covering about 590 acres to an average 
depth of about forty feet. Into this 
reservoir water would have to be led 
by a canal from the Little Truckee 
river. The bottom of this basin is 
perfectly level. George Schussler, an 
engineer of the Spring Valley Water 
Works, who examined the site, says: 
‘‘It will make a reservoir which, on 
account of its dimensions, can very 
seldom be formed in river canyons.’’ 
From this reservoir over 20,000 acre- 
feet of water might be drawn, and itg 
capitalized cost would be but little, 
more than four dullars the acre-foot® 
I have acquired half this reservoir 
site. The other half is owned by Ho- 
bart and Marlette. 
Another valuable reservoir site ex- 
ists in the main canyon of the Little 
Truckee, about five miles below Web- 
ber lake, where a dam seventy feet 
high to cost something over $75,000, 
would back the water up for three 
miles. The only outlay on this place 
has been made by Messrs. Mayberry, 
Wheeler, Gould, Evans and others of 
Reno, who have for $4,000 purchased 
320 acres, covering the dam site and 
part of the reservoir. 
Finally, within this water shed, 
Sardine valley in itself constitutes a 
remarkably good site for water storage, 
but a supply for it would have to be 
conduc from the Little Truckee, 
river through a canal that would 
materially add to the cost of the enter- 
prise as a whole. Nevertheless, it is 
well worthy of consideration, and so 
800 acres, including a dam site, have 
been purchased by me. 
In the case of some other reservoir 
sites, mentioned as existing on the 
headwaters of the Truckee, it is per- 
haps unfortunately the case that these 
are owned by dairymen and others, so 
that when the cost of the lands neces- 
sary to be purchased is added to the 
cost of suitable dams, it brings the 
expense of storing water in them to 
proportionately high figures. Several 
of these have been examined, surveyed 
and estimated’ upon, but no further 


steps taken. 
WALKER RIVER 


RESERVOIR AND IRRI- 


GATION. 


On Walker river we find several ex- 
cellent storage sites, second only to 
those of the Truckee, and combined 
with this advantage the Walker has 
low banks, like the Carson, so that 
diversion and delivery by means of 
canals may be accomplished at mini- 
mum expense. The great size of 
Walker lake, which is the sink: of 
Walker river, demonstrates its great 
value of irrigation. The problem is 
how to transfer Walker lake to the 
summits of the mountains, or rather 
how to retain in s reservoirs the 
waters which otherwise would flow 
into it. 

I do not venture to add to the length 
of this paper by presenting any definite 
data of water storage in this basin, 
but I am positive that the waters of 
the Walker may be so saved and dis- 
tributed as to add many thousands of 
acres to tillage in its basin, and sup- 
port as thrifty a population as any part 
of our State. 


HOW THE WATERS OF THE TRUCKEE MAY 
BE UTILIZED. 


And now having reviewed the pos 
sibilities of water storage in the basin 
of the Truckee, let us glance for a 
moment at the uses to which that 
water may be put. In addition to

FIRING AN ENGINE. 


Some of the Hardships of a Loco- 
motive Fireman's Life. 


His Lot Is Not as Easy as Many Beltleve— 
The Amount of Fuei Required to Keep 
aa iron Horse Going — Coal Must 
Be Supplied Very Carefully. 


“If peuple only knew the hardships 
of a fireman’s life,” said one of the local 
leaders of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen to a Chicago Evening Post 
reporter, “they would got be so apt to 


‘wonder that the men waht to strike once 


in awhile to better their circumstances. 


| Their lot at the best is a hard one, and 


the pay is poor when the skill required 


to be a firemen, the severity of the work 


and the constant strain to which the 
men are subjected are taken into ac- 
count. Many people, probably a major- 
ity, consider tLat the fireman’s work is 
not skilled labor, but this opinion 
arises from ignorance of the require- 
ments of the calling. An unskilled 
fireman could no more fire a locomotive 
on the road so as to keep up steam 
steadily and enable the engineer to 
make good time than he could build the 
locomotive. Take a green hand and put 
him on a passenger train, for instance, 
and the chances are that the passengers 
will turn out and mob the whole train’s 
crew before the trip is half through. 
The likelihood is that the train will 
come to a dead stop half adozen times 
before the trip is ended, and while the 
train is running it will be making such 
miserable progress that all on board 
will have their patience exhausted and 
be driven almost to distraction over the 
way in which their valuable time 
is being ‘frittered away. Firemen have 
to serve a regular apprenticeship to 
the work. They generally begin 
cleaners in the round-house, where they 
are put to clean the locomotives after 
they come in from along trip. In that 
way they get an acquaintance with the 
several parts of the engine and how and 
where they should be oiled when run- 
ning. Their next step is on a switch en- 
gine in the yards, where they learn how 
to fire an engine so as to raise steam 
rapidly and keep up @ constant supply. 
This requires a good deal of practice. It 
is the easiest thing in the world to fire 
your engine in such a way that though 
you have a big fire in it it will not be of 
tho kind to make steam. Too much coal 
is often as bad as too little. If the fire 
is too heavy and burns too slowly, the 
inevitable consequence will be the low- 
ering of the supply of steam to such an 
extent that there will not be enough to 
keep the train running. If any kind of 
a fire would do, the fireman's lot would 
be an easy one. fle could then fire up, 
sit down comfortably in the cab and 
take it easy until the fire burns out. As 
it is, he has to keep firing steadily, add- 
ing fresh fuel to the flames at intervals 
of not more than two minutes, so that 
while he is on a run he hardly knows 
what it is to have achance to straighten 
his back. Ile is constantly clambering 
half-bent from the box to the gangway 
and from the gangway to the box, 
manipulating a heavy scoopful of coal, 
and all this time ne has got to keep a 
it is his duty to 
watch out for danger as much as it is 
that of the engineer. In a fifteen hours’ 
trip he will often shovel as many «5s ten 
tons of coal. Some heavy passenger lo- 
comotives eat up about three-quarters 
of a ton every hour they run. 

‘‘An ordinary fire is four or five scoop- 
fuls, and it must be putin the fire box 
just so or there will be troubie. The 
fire box of a locomotive is a peculiar

piece of workmanship and it requires to | 


be thoroughly understood before it can 


be fed in such a way as to keep things | 


running smoothly. It is from six to ten 
feet in length, according to the size of 
the locomotive, and four five 
wide. The grate is composed of mov- 
able bars so placed as to provide for 
ventilation at the sides and ends. If

he hardly ever pitches it in straight. 
lle turns his shovel now to this side and

The reason for thatis that he 
does not want to put the coal where it 
will interfere with the ventilation of 
the grate or in such a way as will cause 
itto cake. <A steady burning and at 


the same time roaring fire is whatis re- | 


quired, and every thing depends on the 


| way in which the fuel is fed to it. The | 


amount of steam required to run an 
ordinary passenger engine is 135 pounds, 
and the aim of the export lireman is to 
keep it at that figure constantiy from 


the*time he starts out on his trip till he | 


is on the last mile of his run. when 
will gradually let it fallso that, when 


he reaches the final stopping place, | 


there will be just about enough left to 
run the engine to the round-house, that 
none of it may go to waste. That 
another matter the fireman has to look 
to, or he will get hauled over the coals 
by his superiors. He must be as 
economical of fuel as possible. The in- 
experienced fireman will use up far 
more fuel than his more expert brother 
and have no better results for it. He 
must keep his fire so that all the heat 
will go to the flues, and that no cold air 
entering the fire-box can get to them 
until it has been thoroughly heated and 
rendered incapable of cooling thenswuf.

In the short intervals between his fir- 
ing up he must assist the engineer in 
keeping the engine thoroughly oiled.
